mand as a foldier, than ro reafon 
as a politician—Jlrand/in ts old— 
others are young—and /Vil//fon 1s 
baughty. You are too well infor- 


‘i is fortunate that you have been 


med to decide by the opinion of 


others, and too independent to 
need a caution againit undue influ- 
ence. 

Of avery different nature, tho’ 

nly one degree | yetter than the 
other reafoning, .is all that fublim- 
ity of woulenfe and alarm, chat. has 
been thundered azain‘t it in every 
fhape of metapberic terror, onthe 
fubject of a Bril of rigots, the ib- 
erty of the prefs, riguis of conjct- 
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| ence, rights of taxation and cledion, 
| trials in the vicinity, freedom of 


Speech, trial by jury, and a ftanding 
army. Thete latt are undoubtedly 
important points, much too im- 
portant to depend on mere paper 
prot tection. For, guard fuch pri- 
vileges by the ftrongett ex xpreffions, 
fill if you leave the legiflative and 
executive power in the hands of 
thofe who are or may be difpofed 
to deprive you of them—you are 
but Mlaves. Make an abfolute mo- 
narch—give him the fupreme au- 
thority, and guard as much as you 
will by bills of right, your liberty 
of the pre{s, and trial by jury ;— 
he will find means either to take 
them from you, or torender them 
ufelefs. 

The only real fecurity that you 
can have for all your important 
rights muft =e the nature of your 
government. you fuffer any 
man to ps you who is not 
ftrongly interefted in fupj orting 
your priviles Bes, YOu w thi cer tainly 
lofe them. If you are about to 
— your liberties with people 

hom it is neceflary to bind by {ti- 
pul: ti on; that th cy fhall not keep 
a ftanding army, your ftipulation 
is not worth even the trouble of 
writing. No bill of rights ever 
yet bound the (uy reine pow er lone- 
er than the honey moon of .a new 
married couple, unlets the rulers 
euere interefled in preferving the 


rights; and in that cale they have 
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always been ready enough to de- 
clare the rights, and to preferve 
them when they were declared. 
The famous Englifh Magna Char- 
ta is but an act of parliament, 
which every fubfequent parliament 
has had juft as much conftitutional 
power to repeal and annul, as the 
parliament which made it had to 
pa(s it at firft. But the fecurity of 
the nation has always been, that 
their government was fo formed, 
that at leaft ove branch of their le- 
giflature muft be ftrongly inter- 
efted to preferve the rights of the 
nation. 

You have a bill of rights in 
Connecticut (i, e.) vour legiflature 
many years fince ena éted that the 
fubjects of this fate fhould enjoy 
ceitain privileges. Every afiem- 
bly fince that time, covld, by the 
fame authority, enact that the fub- 
jets fhould enjoy none of thofe 
privileges ; and the only reafon 
that it has not long fince been fo 
enacted, is thet your legiflature 
were as ftrongly interefted in pre- 
ferving thofe rights as any of the 
fubj jects 5 ; and this is your only fe- 
curity that it fhall not be fo enaéted 
at the next feflion of affembly : and 
itis fecurity enough. 

Your General Affembly under 
your prefent conflitution are fu- 
preme. They may keep oe son 
foot in the moft p rofoul nd peace, 
if they think proper. Ther have 
heretofore abridged the trial by ju- 
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ry in fome cautes, and they can a- 
gain inall. They can rettrain the 
prefs, and may lay the moft burden- 
fome taxes if they pleale, and who 
can forbid? But ttill the people 
are perfe@tly fafe that nut one of 
thefe events fhail take place fodonz 
as the members of the General aif- 
embly are as much antereited, and 
interefted in the fame manner as 
the other fubjects. 

On examining the new propofed 
eontticution, there can not be a 
queftion, but that tnere is authori- 
ty enough lodged in the propofed 
federal Congreis, if abuted, to do 
the greateft injury. And it is per- 
fectiy idle to obje& to it, that there 
is no billofrights, or to propofe 
to add to it a provifion that a trial 
by jury fhall in no cafe be omitted, 
or to patch it up by adding a ftip- 
ulation in favor of the prefs, or 
to guard it by removing the paltry 
objection to the right of Congrefs 
vo regulate the time and manner of 
elections. 

If you can not prove by the beft 
of allevidence, viz. by the inter- 
eft of the rulers, that this authority 
will not be abufed, or at leaf that 
thofe powers are not more likely to 
be abufed by the Congrefs, than by 
thofe who now have the fame pow- 
ers, you muft by no means adopt 
the conftitution : No, not 
with all the bills of rights aad all 
the ftipulations in favour of the 
people that can be made. 

But if the members of Congrefs 
are to be interefted juft as you and 
I are, and juft as the members of 
our prefent legiflatures are intereft- 
ed, we fhall bejuft as fafe, with ev- 
en fupreme power, (if that were 
granted) in Congrefs, as in the 
General Affembly. If the mem- 
bers of Congrefs can take no im- 


proper ftep which will not affect 











them as much as it does us, we 
need not apprehend that they wil. 
ufurp authorities not given ther 
ro inju e chat fociecy of waich they 
are a part. 


The fole queftion, (fo far as any 


appreheafion of tyraany and op- 
preffion is concerned) ought to be, 


how are Conerefs formed? how far 


are the meinbers interefted to pre- 
ferve your rights? how far have 


you a controul over them ?—De- 
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cide this, and then all the quettions 


about their power may be diliniffed 
for the amulement of thofe politi- 
cians whofe bufinefs it is to catch 
flies, or may occafionally furnith 
fubjects for George Bryan’s POM- 
POSIT Y, or the declamations of 
Cato—An Old Whig—son of Li- 
erty—Brutus—Brutus junior—Aa 
Ojpicer of the Continental Army,— 
the more contemptible Timoleon--- 


and the refidue of that rabble of 
writers.
